Ilainm, Matt Schlig, M. Immense and 
Martin Nisson and these gentlemen 
viewed the remains and brought in a 
verdict of accidental drowning. 


The 
accident that caused 
I,ouis 


Knuteson's death occurred on the 24th 
of October, he being in a boat with a 
companion and they started to cross 
the river in a small boat. When they 
got near Uie Biron dam their boat was 
"drawn" into a sluiceway and over" 
turned. The other man in the skill' 
managed to save himself by hanging 
onto the boat, but Louis, who was a 
good swimmer, struck out for 
the 


shore. The current proved too strong 
for him, however, and after being 
carried down stream a short distance 
he sank from sight and was seen no 
more. Search was made for him f o r a 
long time, but nothing could be found 
that would give any idea of where the 
bodv had lodged, and the search was 
given up. 


The remains, from their appearance 


had been under water the entire time 
of the six months they have been 
missing, as decomposition 
had not 


made any great progress. Much of 
the upper part of the clothing had 
been worn awav by the action of the 
water and the head and face showed 
evidence of being badly bruised, but 
were otherwise intact. 


Railroad Notes. 


,Peter Moberg of 
Sigel has con- 


tracted with the Northwestern rail- 
road company to clear and stump !!,!< 
miles of the right of way north 
from 


this city, reaching to a mile and a half 
north of Vesper. 
A large part of this 


section of the right of way is practi- 
cally cleared land, so 'that the work 
will not occupy any great length of 
time. 


A station \v!ll be established on the 


Northwestern 
road about six miles 


east of this city which will be known 
as Timm station. The point selected 
is surrounded by a good piece of farm- 
ing country and a siding will be put 
in and a storehouse probably built for 
potatoes. 
Fred Timm has taken the 


contract to clear a mile and a half of 
the right of way in the locality of the 
station. 


Operations will soon commence on 


a spur that will be built from the 
Marshfield & Southeastern road to 
the river bank to emtfrle the North-- 
western road to get their bridge tim- 
ber and iron work onto the ground as 
cheaply and expeditiously as possible. 


Work on the grade and cut of the 


right of way east of High street is 
steadily progressing and is now nearly 
completed^ Just east ol High stree't 
it is necessary to fill in to a depth of 
fourteen feet, while a quarter mile 
further east there is a cut of about the 
same depth. Here the soil taken out 
is pure sand and is used for filling up 
the grade. Where the track crosses 
High street there will be a grade of 
about two feet, while west of High 
street where it crosses Riverdale seed 
farm the grade will be about fourteen 
feet.

MARSHF1ELO KOAD SOLD. 


Wat* Taken Pot»t»et»aion of by ihe Cen- 


tral on Wednesday. 


On Monday a deal was made bv 


which the Wisconsin Central 
com- 


pany became the owner of the Marsh- 
field & Southeastern line, and posses- 
sion of the road was taken by the new 
owners on Wednesday morning. 
The 


following article appeared in Wednes- 
day morning's Milwaukee Sentinel 
concerning the purchase: 


"The 
Wisconsin Central Katlroad 


company yesteVday bought the Marsh- 
field & Southeastern ruail. which is 
thirty miles long, connecting Marsh- 
field with Port F.dwards and Grand 
Kapids. The road lies entirely within 
Wood county, and it is supposed that 
the Central either 
bought the road 


for a feeder to the main line, or as 
part of an extension 
which it con- 


templates building. 


"By extending the line about thirty 


miles further in a southeasterly direc- 
tion, it will meet the line of the Cen- 
tral at Plainlield in Waushara county 
and give the Central access to a large 
territory which has heretofore been 
almost exclusively the possession of 
the Milwaukee. A still further exten- 
sion meeting the main line in the 
south central part of the state, would 
effect a material cut-oil in the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul line, and it is reported 
that this is what is ultimatelv con- 
templated. Should this be done, one 
important element in the prolonged 
light between the Chicago, St. Paul 
systems will be obliterated, as Uie ad- 
vantage in running time possible on 
the older systems as against 
the 


smaller ones Iras been the basis of 
many a demand for concessions to the 
latter. 


"President H. F. Whitcomb of the 


Central said last night that he could 
not state the price which was paid, 
but he confirmed the news of the sale. 
The company had not decided what 
use the new property would be put to, 
Mr. 
Whiteomb said, except that it 


would become a part of the system of 
the Central." 


Un Wednesday A. K. Horn, one of 


the officials of the Central road was in 
this city anil formally notified the local 
agents of 
the 
change, 
instructing 


them that they would henceforth re- 
ceive their orders from the officers of 
the Central road. 
The present agent 


C. V. Snyder, and ihe baggageman, 
Albert Crawford,were retained in ineir 
present positions, nor has any changc.s 
been made on the road so far as can 
be learned at this writing. 


What 
the Central company con- 


templates doing with its new posses- 
sion can only be conjectured now. It 
has been claimed 
lor a number of 


years past that the Wisconsin Central 
had its eye on the Marsh(ieldi road, in- 
tending to use it as a shorlcncr for 
the main line between Chicago and 
St. Paul. 
Should this be the fact it 


will put this city on the main line of 
three great systems, with a service on 
each that will be better than we have 
heretofore enjoyed. 
Should it 
be 


used simply as a feeder for the main 
line it is entirely probable that no 
great effort will be made to secure 
passenger traffic, as the greater part 
of the business over the line will be 
freight. 
Whatever the new line is 


used for, it insures the people of this 
city another railroad, which is better 
than the most sanguine had hoped for 
early iu the season. 


Some people who have kept tab on 


railroad matters believe that the pur- 
chase of the Marshfield & Southeastern 
is only a step iu the establishment of 
the great system which James Hill in- 
tends to have in oneralion in the near 
future, and thev think that he will 
eventually acquire entire control of 
the Central system and use the Marsh- 
field line in connection with it to make 
up the main line between St. Paul and 
Chicago.

First Method. Cutting the oats for

and seed with oats, timothy and clover 
in the usual manner. 
When the oat 


grains are coming into the milk stage, 
cut the oat crop for hay and cure in 
cock. In this way the oat crop is re- 
moved from the field two or three 
weeks earlier than usual, leaving lo 
the young clover and grass plants all 
of 
" the 
available 
sun-shine 
and 


moisture. In favorable seasons con- 
siderable pasture or a small crop of 
hay may be secured the same season. 
Oat hay is excellent for dairy cows, 
horses and young stock generally. 
It 


cures nicely in the cock and makes a 
dust-free hay. 


Second 
method. 
Pasturing 
Die 


-green—crop. 
Prepare the field and 


seed as above mentioned. When the 
young oat .plants are eight or ten 
inches high, turn sto:k into the field 
to pasture thereon. The cattle will 
eat off the oats, and in doing so let the 
light and moisture reach the vomit:

We ask the clover plants to grow in a 
field of ripening grain where ordinary 
weeds cannot survive. Is it any won- 
der then that in dry seasons the clover 
fails? 


The second method has been tried 


for two vears at the Wisconsin station 
with excellent success. Sometimes it 
looked as though the cattle and sheep 
would tramp the young grass and 
clover plants to death, but they yrcw 
on in a surprising way and soon cov- 
ered the field with a carpet of green, 
furnishing much pasture. 


Reporting results. Wisconsin fiir- 


mcrs in urgent need of a good clover 
catch are urged to experiment with 
one or both of these methods and 
each one doing so is earnestly rc-

On Monday a deal was made bv 


which the Wisconsin Central com- 
pany became the owner of the Marsh- 
field & Southeastern line, and posses- 
sion of the road was taken by the new 
owners on Wednesdav morning. The 
following article appeared in Wednes- 
day morning's Milwaukee Sentinel 
concerning the purchase: 


-The Wisconsin Central Railroad 


company yesterday bought the Marsh- 
field & Southeastera road, which is 
thirty miles long, connecting Marsh- 
neld with Port Edwards and Grand 
Rapids. The road lies entirely within 
Wood county, and it is supposed that 
the Central either bought the road 
for a feeder to the main sine, or as 
part of an extension which it con- 
templates building. 


"By extending .the line about thirt3- 


miles further in a southeasterly direc- 
tion, it will meet the line of the Cen- 
tral at Plaiufield in Waushara county 
and give the Central access to a large 
territory which has heretofore been 
almost exclusively the possession of 
the Milwaukee. A still further exten- 
sion meeting the main line in the 
south central part of the state, would 
effect a material cut-off in the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul line, and it is reported 
that this is what is ultimately con- 
templated. Should this be done, one 
important element in the prolonged 
fight between the Chicago, St. Paul 
systems will be obliterated, as the ad- 
vantage in running time possible on 
the older systems as against the 
mailer ones has been the basis of 
many a demand for concessions to the 
latter. 


''President H. F. Whitcomb of the 
:entrai aaid last night that he could 


not state the price which was paid, 
jut he confirmed the news of the sale. 
The company had not decided what 
use the new property would be put to. 
Mr. Whitcomb said, except that it 
would become s. part of the svstem of 
the Central.'" 


On Wednesday A. R. Horn, one of 


the officials of the Central road was in 
this city and formally notified the local 
agents of the change, 
instructing 


them that they would henceforth re- 
ceive their orders from the officers of 
the Central road. The present atj 
C. V. Siiyder. aud the baggageman. 
Albert Crawford,were retained in their 
present position^, nor has any changes 
been made on rhe road =>o far as can 
be learned at this writing. 


What the Central company con- 


templates doing with its new poss.es- 
sioa can only be conjectured now. It 
has been claimed tor a number of 
years past that the Wisconsin Central 
had its eye on the Marshfield* road, in- 
tending to use it as a shortener for 
the main line between Chicago and 
St. Paul. Should this be the fact it 


put this city on the main line of 


three great systems, with a service on 
each that will be better than we have 
heretofore enjoyed. 
Should it be 


used simply as a feeder for the main 
line it is entirely probable that no 
great effort will be made to secure 
passenger traffic, as the greater part 
of the business over the line will be 
reight. 
Whatever the new line is 


used for, it insures the people of this 
city another railroad, vrhich is better 
than the most sanguine had honed for 
early in the season. 


Some people who have kept tab on 


railroad matters Delieve that the par- 
chase of the Marshfield & Southeastern 
is only a step in the establishment of 
the great system which James Hill in- 
.ends to have in ooeration in the near 
iuture, and thev think that he -will 
eventually acquire entire control of 
the Central system and use the Marsh- 


:Id line in connection with it to make 


up the main line between St. Paul and 


hicago. 
The following dispatch from Marsh- 


ield tells of the changes concerning 
he road at that point:

— Two-methods fe^-securing a stand 
of clover and timothy by seeding with 
oats or barley. W- A. Henry, director 
agriclutural expeiiinent station, Madi- 
son, Wis. 
- * 
First Method. Cutting the oats for 


hay. 
Prepare the land thoroughly 


and seed with oats, timothy and cloyer 
in the usual manner. When the oat 
grains are coming into the milk stage, 
cut the oat crop for hay and cure :a 
cock. In this way the oat crop is re- 
moved froai the field two or three 
weeks earlier than usual, leaving to 
the young clover and grass plants all 
of 
the available 
sun-shine 
and 


moisture. In favorable seasons con- 
siderable pasture or a small crop of 
hay may be secured the same season. 
Oat hav is excellent for dairy cows, 
horses and young stock generally. It 
cures nicely in the cock and makes a 
dust-free hay. 


Second method. 
Pasturing 
the 


^rcci. crop.—Prepare- the field and 
seed as above mentioned. When the 
young oat .plants are eight or ten 
inches high, turn sto:k into the field 
to pasture thereon. The cattle will 
eat off the oats, and in doing so let the 
light and moisture reach the young- 
grass acd clover plants, which grow 
rapidly under the favorable conditions 
prevailing. 
Stock 
should not be 


turned into the field on rainy days or 
immediately after rains while the 
ground is soft- It is true the stock in. 
walking over the field will kill some 
of the young grass and clover plants, 
but not nearly so many as one vrill at 
first suspect. A fair amount of pas- 
ture will be secured from the growing 
oats, and the grasses and clovers will 
cotne on rapidly, furnishing good pas- 
ture by August in favorable seasons- 
It the stock does not feed off the oats 
evenly, run a mower over the field to 
level the crop- 
General Statements. 
What has 


been said in regard to oats applies 
equally -well to barley- 
Be sure to 


sow plenty of grass and clover seed, 
this always pays- 


At- niir experiment station we have 


for many years past tried the first 
method described without a single 
failure to secure a good cut of clover 
and timothy. 
Remember that it is 


the last three weeks when the grain 
crop is ripening and taking so much 
moisture out of the ground that kills 
the yonng clover and timothy plants. 
We ask the clover plants to grow ia a 
field of ripening grain where ordinary 
weeds cannot survive. Is it any won- 
der then that in dry seasons the clover 
fails? 
The second method has been tried 


for two years at the Wisconsin station 
with excellent success. Sometimes it 
looked as though the cattle and sheep 
would tramp the young grass and 
clover plants to death, but they grew 
on in a surprising way and soon cov- 
ered the field with a carpet of green, 
furnishing much pasture- 


Reporting results. Wisconsin far- 


mers in urgentf neea oi a" good clover 
catch are urged to experiment with 
one or both of these methods and 
each one doing so is earnestly re- 
quested to report his experience to the
